I.7M people could 
qualify for program 
to avoid deportation 

Washington 

The Obama administration kicked 
off one of the most sweeping chang- 
es in immigration policy in decades 
Wednesday, accepting applications 
from young illegal immigrants for 
the temporary right to live and 
work openly in the United States 
without fear of deportation. 

An estimated 1.7 million young 
people who arrived in the United 
States illegally as children could 
qualify for the new Department of 
Homeland Security program, and 
thousands are expected to pay the 
$465 application fee for a “deferred 
action” permit that would protect 
them from deportation for at least 


two years. Many began lining up 
earlier this week at their native 
countries’ embassies and consul- 
ates to get passports and other 
records needed to apply. 


Immigrants have waited for 
final details of the plan in the two 
months since President Obama 
pledged to brush aside years of 
congressional stalemate over the 


The Program 

The Deferred Action for 
Childhood Arrivals program is 

open to immigrants ages 15 to 31 who 
came to the U.S. before they were 16 
and have lived here continuously for 
at least the past five years. Among 
other restrictions, they must be free 
of serious criminal convictions, be 
enrolled in or have completed high 
school, or have served in the U.S. 
military. The protected status has 
to be renewed every two years, (t wp) 


Dream Act and grant de facto resi- 
dency to qualified immigrants.

Azaz, Syria 

The Syrian fighter jets swooped 
in low over the rebel-held town of 
Azaz on Wednesday in two bomb- 
ing runs that sent panicked civil- 
ians fleeing for cover and reduced 
homes to rubble. Associated Press 
reporters who witnessed the air 
raids near the Turkish border saw 
at least eight dead, including a baby, 
and dozens wounded, most of them 
women and children. 


About 15 simple, concrete homes 
were reduced to a huge expanse of 
rubble. Scores of men ran to the 
area, digging for survivors. 

One man was pulled bloodied 
but alive from the rubble. 

“God is great! God is great!” 
yelled his rescuers, who carried 


him to a pickup truck. 

Nearby, a woman sat on the pile 
of bricks that once was her home, 
cradling a dead baby. Two other 
bodies lay next to her, covered in 
blankets. 

In Damascus, a bomb attached 
to a fuel truck exploded Wednes- 


day outside a hotel where U.N. 
observers are staying, wounding 
at least three people, Syrian state 
TV reported. 

The blast was the latest in a 
series of explosions that have hit 
Damascus in the past months 
as clashes between government 
troops and rebels reached the 
capital, which had been relative- 
ly quiet since the uprising against 
President Bashar Assad erupted in 
March last year. 

Elsewhere, Lebanese gangs 
backing the Assad regime smashed 
storefronts in Beirut belonging to 
Syrian merchants and a powerful 
clan claimed it was holding more 
than 20 Syrians captives as the civil 
war across the border stirred ten- 
sions in this fragile Arab nation.

African Olympians May Be Seeking New Life in U.K. 


London 

Thousands of Olympians have 
returned to their homelands with 
the end of the London Games — 
but more than a dozen African 
competitors have not. 

Even before the Closing Cere- 
monies, some athletes from impov- 
erished or conflict-ridden nations, 
including Cameroon, Eritrea, Guin- 
ea and the Ivory Coast, had disap- 
peared from the Athletes’ Village, 
and their whereabouts remain a 
mystery. 


Backstory 

There is a well-established 
history, dating back to the Cold 
War, of sportsmen trying to use 
international competitions in 
foreign countries as springboards 
to a better life. One of the best- 
known incidents was in Melbourne, 
when half the Hungarian delegation 
defected to the West after the 
1956 Olympics. Visa overstays and 
asylum applications also followed 
the Sydney Olympics in 2000. (ap) 


Athletes attending the London 
Olympics have the legal right to 
stay until November, but Eritrean 
steeplechase runner Weynay Ghe- 
bresilasie, 18, told The Guardian 
newspaper in an interview pub- 
lished Wednesday that he intends 
to seek asylum in Britain. 

He said he’s not alone: Three of 
his fellow Eritrean teammates, out 
of a delegation of 12 athletes, have 
also sought asylum but are reluc- 
tant to go public because they fear 
their families may get into trouble

Blasts Injure 23 
In Afghanistan 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

Nearly two dozen Afghan civilians 
were wounded Wednesday when 
two grenades exploded at a mosque 
compound and a bomb blew up in 
a market, officials said.

Police: D.C. Guard a 'Hero' 


Man held back 
shooter in lobby 
of conservative 
group’s building 

Washington 

A security guard at the Family 
Research Council was shot and 
wounded Wednesday morning 
after a scuffle with a man who 
expressed disagreement with the 
group’s conservative views in the 
lobby of the group’s headquarters 
in downtown Washington, author- 
ities said. 

The shooter entered the lobby 
of the building at about 10:45 a.m. 
and was confronted by the securi- 
ty guard, seemingly as if the guard 
asked him where he was going, D.C. 
police Chief Cathy Lanier said. 

The man then took out a gun 
and opened fire on the guard, she 
said. The guard and others wres- 
tled the man to the ground, dis- 
armed him and waited for police. 
The guard, who officials say was 
shot in the arm, was taken to the 
hospital and is in stable condi- 
tion. 

Officials found two loaded 
magazines with 15 rounds each 
in the suspect’s backpack, as well 
as Chick-fil-A promotional mate- 
rials, according to a report from 
NBC4. Chick-fil-A’s chief execu- 
tive has expressed similar views 
against same-sex marriage as the 
Research Council. 

Lanier lauded the guard’s 
efforts, calling him “a hero, as far 
as I’m concerned.” 

Amy Biondi and her husband, 
Steve, were visiting Washington 
from Long Island and tried to ask 
officers for help with a parking 
meter near the site of the shoot- 
ing when they were told that police 
were dealing with a situation. 

“Next thing you know, there are 
police officers swarming the area,” 
said Biondi, 45, of St. James, N.Y.

About the FRC 

The Family Research Council, which is 
headquartered near the Verizon Cen- 
ter, was founded in 1983. The organi- 
zation backs conservative positions 
on social issues and strongly opposes 
gay marriage and abortion, saying on 
its website that it advocates “faith, 
family and freedom in public policy 
and public opinion." The group’s presi- 
dent, Tony Perkins, was an outspoken 
defender of Chick-fil-A president Dan 
Cathy’s public stand against same- 
sex marriage, which made the fast- 
food chain a flashpoint in the nation’s 
culture wars.

Perkins said in a statement. “Our 
first concern is with our colleague 
who was shot today. Our concern 
is for him and his family.” 

A spokesman from the FRG 
declined further comment just 
before noon Wednesday. 

James Mcjunkin, the head of the 
FBI’s Washington Field Office, said 
authorities do not yet know why 
the suspect entered the building 
or why he started shooting.

After last year’s virtual snow shut- 
out, AccuWeather predicts south- 
ern mid-Atlantic to southern New 
England will get walloped in the 
coming winter.

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A Different Note 


Change is the only 
constant for Brooklyn 
band Dirty Projectors 

Music 

Don’t even try to put a label on ris- 
ing indie band Dirty Projectors. It 
won’t stick for very long. 

“Our music combines music 
from all different corners,” says 
Dave Longstreth, the Brooklyn- 
based band’s singer, guitarist and 


principal songwriter. “It seems like 
more of an arid activity to make a 
song in some historical style at this 
point than to make something out of 
the music swirling in your head.” 

That could be almost anything: 
Over the course of six albums, 
Longstreth has continually grown 
his band — shifting the lineup, 
drastically tweaking the group’s 
sound and working under rigid 
concept strictures for projects: 
2005’s “The Getty Address” was a 
rock-opera about the Aztec Empire 


and Don Henley, while 2007’s 
“Rise Above” reimagined hardcore 
punkers Black Flag’s 1981 record 
“Damaged.” 

The band came into its own 
with 2009’s “Bitte Orca,” the first 
Dirty Projectors album to feature 
Longstreth’s chorus of backup sing- 
ers — Angel Deradoorian (who’s 
now on hiatus from the band), 
Haley Dekle, and his girlfriend. 
Amber Coffman. The album was 
a hit with critics, winding up near 
the top of Pitchfork’s, Time’s and 


the Village Voice’s year-end lists. 
And its latest, “Swing Lo Magel- 
lan,” might be the group’s most 
organic disc yet. 

Whereas “Bitte Orca” maximized 
the band’s sound, weaving in ele- 
ments of hip-hop, R&B, punk, clas- 
sical music and West African guitar 
rock, “Swing Lo Magellan” simplifies 
things. The key elements remain, but 
the vibe is rawer and looser; some of 
the tracks even feel like demos. 

“I got interested in simplicity,” 
Longstreth says. “The sound of one 


thing happening in the speakers 
becomes gigantic when there aren’t 
six other things with it.” 

The disc still delivers some head- 
scratchers: “Just From Chevron” 
ponders a dying oil-rig worker, and 
the album’s tide track was apparent- 
ly inspired by a brand of GPS device, 
not the first man to circumnavigate 
the globe. But there are also plenty 
of direct, folksy love songs, making 
for a pretty accessible album. 

Just don’t expect that to last. 

“I could settle into a groove, or 
it could change radically,” Long- 
streth says. “I have no idea.”

The Eagles 

The 2005 rock opera “The 
Getty Address" deals with 
the Aztec Empire and a 
protagonist called Don 
Henley, a name also in use by 
the former drummerforthe 
Eagles. Longstreth, above 
far left, later posted a letter 
online to Henley explaining 
his intent with the record and 
thanking him for coloring his 
view of the world. 


Production inspiration 
for “Swing Lo Magellan’s" 
opening track, “Offspring 
Are Blank," came from two 
contemporary country 
songs: Jason Aldean’s “Dirt 
Road Anthem" and Eric 
Church’s “Homeboy." “Even 
the most blue-blooded 
American music is a highly 
hybridized thing at this 
point," Longstreth says. “It’s 
weird." 


Timbaland 

Longstreth sometimes 
starts writing by making 
beats and admits “it took 
a while to get out of late- 
era Timbaland" mode. The 
famed producerwasan 
influence on Dirty Projectors’ 
breakout 2009 hit “Stillness 
Is the Move." Though the 
song is anchored by an 
Af rican-style guitar, it began 
as a Timbaland-esque beat. 


Solange/ 

Jay-Z 

Beyonce’s sister Solange 
Knowles is hip to Dirty 
Projectors: she even 
recorded a cover of “Stillness 
Is the Move" and sang the 
song live with them. She 
must have turned her 
brother-in-law on to the 
band, too, because Jay-Z 
tapped them as one of the 
acts for his Made in America 
music fest. “I would love to 
produce for Jay," Longstreth 
says. “Make some beats, 
make some tracks." 


Black Flag 

Longstreth followed up “The 
Getty Address" with another 
high-concept experiment: 
re-creating Black Flag’s 
1981 LP “Damaged" strictly 
from memory. Longstreth’s 
memory must have been 
sketchy, because the songs 
he wrote for the project 
(2007’s “Rise Above") bear 
little resemblance to any of 
the songs on “Damaged." 


Talking 

Heads 

If you had to compare Dirty 
Projectors to anyone, it 
would probably be new- 
wave legends Talking 
Heads. Like Dirty Projectors, 
Talking Heads were a band 
in constant evolution, 
expanding their sound over 
the course of eight albums. 
Singer David Byrne also 
collaborated with Dirty 
Projectors for a 2009 album 
to benefit AIDS charities. 
Plus, both bands have a 
singer named Dave.

Stage 

Patti Gardner has been going through 
menopause for a decade. OK, not really: 
Gardner has played the part of the 
Soap Star in “Menopause the Musical” 
off and on for 10 years, both on tour 
and in its long-running production in 
southern Florida. And life conspired 
to make her performance as realistic 
as possible. 

“By the time I started doing the 
musical, I was right smack in the middle 
[of menopause],” she says. “So I sort of 
lived it onstage.” 

The show brings together four 
archetypal female characters — the 
Power Woman, the Soap Star, the Iowa 
Housewife and the Earth Mother — 
all of whom meet while shopping for 
lingerie at Bloomingdale’s.

Soap Star realizes there’s more to her 
than her looks, the Iowa Housewife 
starts out very naive and insecure, the 
Power Woman softens up. The Earth 
Mother is wise from the top of the show 
— she’s sort of the anchor.”

THAT RANDOM CASTLE IN DUPONT CIRCLE 


Cx lore owner Christian Heurich liked his beer 

I — warm and his buildings fireproof. He was a pragmatic 
I il businessman who kept his company afloat through 
Prohibition by making and selling ice. And he lived 
in this fine example of Victorian excess, also known as the 
“Brewmaster’s Castle." Tour it to learn about turn-of-the-20th- 
century decor, Heurich’s beer and the quirky, folksy man himself. 


Heurich’s first brewery was heavily 
damaged by a fire in 1892. He made 
sure his next brewery was fireproof, 
and did the same with this home, 
completed in 1894. The concrete-and- 
reinforced-steel Victorian had elec- 
tricity and central heating well before 
they were commonplace; none of the 
home’s 15 fireplaces were ever used. In 
the basement is Heurich’s rec room/ 


man cave/breakfast nook, where he 
played skat (German bridge). “He who 
has never been drunk is not a good 
man,” reads one of the German mot- 
toes on the walls.

Co.’s Senate, Maerzen and other beers 
were popular nationwide up until the 
1950s, when larger breweries proved 
to be insurmountable foes. 

^ Heurich billed its beer as a healthy 
beverage. One 1897 ad read, “Nursing 
mothers should drink Heurich’s 
‘Maerzen,’ as it will insure pure and 
heavy milk for the babies.’’ 

^ The company sold Champeer, a 
“champagnelike’’ sparkling malt 
liquor, in the late 1940s — until being 
sued by a New Jersey brewery 
making the similar Champale. 

^ Christian Heurich 
lived to age 102.

Crafting Social 
Commentary 

Artists turn traditionaL folk art into a critique of society 

Today, folk art is much more than cross-stitching. The Renwick 
Gallery’s “40 Under 40: Craft Futures” showcases works by 40 young artists that 
push expectations of traditional forms. Many of the pieces celebrate utilitarian 
craft while also making social commentary — a dichotomy curators tried to 
explore by limiting the collection to pieces made after the world-changing events 

of Sept. 11, 2001. Here are four of our favorites. MICHELE CORRISTON AND LINDSEY TURNER (EXPRESS) 


‘‘Untitled” by Matt Moulthrop 

Moulthrop’s shiny, bowl-like marbled wood 
sculpture doesn’t stand out at first among the 
crazier crafts on display; it doesn’t even have a 
name. But the quiet design belies the rich history 
of a family tradition: woodturning, the technique 
that produces baseball bats and chair legs. 
Moulthrop is a third-generation woodturner, 
following in the footsteps of his father, Philip, 
who inherited his skills from his father, Ed. 
“Everybody thought he was nuts,” Moulthrop 
says of his grandfather’s early forays into the 
craft. Moulthrop believes woodturning is just 
the next progression in modern folk art, a step 
beyond ceramics and glass-blowing. “Untitled" 
turns red maple, a common wood, into a one- 
of-a-kind piece. “It’s about finding beauty from 
the ordinary," says Moulthrop, who joins his 
father and grandfather as Smithsonian-featured 
artists, (m.c.) 



“Ornamental Hands: 

Figure One” by Jennifer Crupi 

While studying classical paintings, New Jersey 
nnetalworker Jennifer Crupi noticed a curious pattern 
annong depictions of people. “No nnatter what the scene, 
they still have beautiful hands," Crupi says. “There could 
be sonneone being stabbed ... but they're flailing 
out their hands in this elegant way." The gentle 
gestures inspired “Ornamental Hands: Figure 
One," a spiderlike metal contraption intended 
to force the wearer’s hand into a similar pose. 

Like a cast or a splint, the sterling silver piece 
prohibits the elongated fingers from making 
a fist. For years, Crupi has sculpted metal 
prostheses to explore how we speak with our 
bodies. Her work calls into question how we 
define jewelry: Rather than to simply embellish, 
its purpose could also be to literally hold our limbs 
to a more beautiful standard, (l.t.) 


To North Carolina native Stephanie 
Liner, musings on gender and mass 
consumption take the form of a 
large, embroidered egg. This work 
shows the mixed feelings that Liner 
— who learned to sew as a child 
and apprenticed as an upholsterer 
— has about furniture: She reveres 
it as a product of labor, but it also 
represents the domestic sphere 
in which women were traditionally 
restricted. On most days, there's a 
lifesize mannequin inside the egg, 
wearing a dress made of the same 
fabric as the piece. During special 

events, however, a live model 
sits quietly inside. “You can use 
your body language and your eye 
contact, but you can’t speak," Liner 
instructs her performance artists, 
making a comment on our culture’s 
repression of women, (l.t.) 

“Momentos of a

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Something More to Say 


D.C. post-punk trio 
LoreLei foLLow up their 
cuLt debut — 20 years 
and a bunch of kids Later 


Music 

It’s taken nearly two decades, but the 
D.C. post-punk trio Lorelei has finally 
made a follow-up to its cult debut, 1995’s 
“Everyone Must Touch the Stove.” In the 
intervening years, the musicians have 
worked on other projects, moved to other 
cities, gotten married, had kids, moved 
back. But the band remained together 
through it all, if only in the background 
of its members’ lives. 

“We started playing again when we 
moved back to D.C.,” says singer-gui- 
tarist Matt Dingee, who returned to 
the nation’s capital from the Bay Area 
six years ago. “Naturally, things turned 
to writing these songs. We didn’t real- 
ly consciously decide we were going 
to make an album, but we did want to 
record — that’s the fun part.” 

The result is “Enterprising Side- 


walks,” which showcases the band’s 
penchant for complex song structures, 
unpredictable dynamics and scribbly 
guitar jams. It took Lorelei years to com- 
plete the album because of the responsi- 
bilities of day jobs and families. 

“We had something missing that we’d 
previously had a lot of, which was time,” 
says bass player Stephen Gardner. “It took 
a long time to get everything recorded, so 
it became a very deliberate process. There 
was plenty of time to let the songs ges- 
tate and think about what they needed, 
so they have a more measured, less fran-

Opener “Hammer 
Meets Tongs” sums 
up the Lorelei 
aesthetic perfectly, 
as it changes shape constantly. 

The song opens with Davis White’s 
simple drumbeat, which Matt 
Dingee interrupts with a herky-jerky 
guitar riff and a deadpan melody 
that morphs into a supremely 
catchy major-key hook.

tic pace than our earlier stuff.” 

Dingee, Gardner and their band- 
mate, drummer Davis White, made 
maturity the primary subject of “Enter- 
prising Sidewalks.” “These songs were 
informed by the big transitions we were 
facing as we became parents,” Gardner 
says. “Suddenly your sphere of respon- 
sibility expands.” 

“As we’re becoming adults and deal- 
ing with adult problems,” Dingee says, 
“we’re also going through this bad peri- 
od in the countrj^’s history where things 
are harder to deal with right now.” 

A jittery desperation pervades “Enter- 
prising Sidewalks,” lending the songs 
a sense of gravity. “I think we still had 
things to say to one another and hope- 
fully collectively, and that was pretty 
clear once we started playing together 
again,” Gardner says. “If that hadn’t been 
the case, we wouldn’t have done it, but 
I think there was still more ground to 
mine.” Stephen m. deusner (for express)

Dutch filmmaker and performance 
artist Jeroen Eisinga works in the 
unsettling tradition of body-based art. 
For Eisinga’s brightiy named 2009 short 
film “Springtime,” on view through Oct. 
14 at the Hirshhorn, the artist allowed 
himself to be totally enveloped by a 
cloak of 250,000 live bees. 



The Effect; “Springtime" is entirely 
silent, and the lack of buzzing makes the vi- 
sual imagery more hypnotic than terrifying. 
At times, Eisinga resembles a white, marble 
garden statue gathering fast-spreading 
moss. Other times, a viewer can’t help but 
fear for his life. Wall-text notes that “this 
process may also become stressful to con- 
sider Looking away from — as viewers may 
feel they are abandoning him." 

The Backstory; Eisinga is no 
stranger to dangerous bugs. For the 1993 
video work “40-44-PG," he rigged a Volks- 
wagen Beetle to drive itself in circles, then 
filmed himself wandering, blindfolded, in 
and out of its path. 

Good to Know; Eisinga prepared 
for “Springtime" for more than two years, 
working with bee handlers from the Galtee 
Bee Breeding Group and developing the men- 
tal stamina required for the performance. 

^ Maybe Next Time: The Guin- 
ness record for “most pounds of bees 
worn on the body" is held by American an- 
imal trainer Mark BiancanielLo, who wore 
350,000 bees for a 1998 TV broadcast.

Zombies come to Life, 
one frame at a time, 
in the stop-motion 
feature 'ParaNorman' 


Screen 

The unsung hero of “ParaNorman” 
is Tony the leaf guy. 

“He spent 2Vi years painting 
leaves ” says Chris Butler, co-director 
of the stop -motion animated film 
about Norman, a kid who can talk 
to dead people and who must save 
his town from a zombie invasion. 

Stop-motion animation requires 
incredible attention to detail. Char- 
acters’ faces, clothes and surround- 
ings are carefully sculpted and pho- 
tographed, then moved a bit and 
photographed again. The frames 
are stitched together to create the 
illusion of movement — think of 
those flip books you used to make, 
then add four state-of-the art 3-D 
printers, 93 artists and a lot of time 
(one 42-second sequence took a 
month to shoot). 

Stop-motion technology has 
been around since the original 
“King Kong,” but Butler (a story- 
board artist on 2009’s stop-motion 
triumph “Coraline”) and co-director 
Sam Fell were interested in taking 
the medium to new places. 

“I think stop -motion is often 
seen as this ancient, arcane thing,” 
Butler says. “What we’re trying 


to do is push the boundaries of 
it using technology,” particularly 
the 3-D printers that were used to 
create easily swappable faces for 
the characters. “So we still main- 
tain what makes it beautiful, what 
makes it aesthetically unique, but 
we’re actually using modern tools 
to take it further.” 

Don’t fear, purists: The movie’s 
sets, the figures, the costumes — 
and those hand-painted leaves — 
“are real things,” Fell says. “Those 
[computer-generated imagery] stu- 
dios, the big ones, they have peo- 
ple from NASA working on that — 
rocket scientists figuring out how 
to get realism.” 

“That’s the irony,” Butler says.

“We’ve got it for free, and that’s 
what they’re chasing.” 

“ParaNorman,” which opens 
Friday, is either a horror film for 
kids or a kid’s movie for adult fans 
of horror films, with its allusions 


to “Night of the Living Dead” and 
“Friday the 13th.” Those aren’t 
there just as winks to Mom and 
Dad: Butler and Fell deliberately 
play with all the tropes that make 
the horror genre, well, a genre. 

Even the zombies. By the end of 
the movie, the viewer learns that 
the real danger isn’t the undead. 

“We set up the stereotypes so 
that you think you know what 
they’re going to do, and then we turn 
them on their ear,” Butler says. 

“You see the monster and you 
expect it to be the villain,” he says. 
“But what’s interesting is that there 
is no villain in the film. That’s 
why I love it.” kristen page-kirby

A Cut 
Above 

A perfectionist chef passes down 
his charcuterie expertise to his son 

Jamie Stachowski swears this story is true: 
One day when he was still running Restaurant 
Kolumbia, his Old World-influeneed Ameriean 
establishment located on the freak-flag-free 
corridor known as K Street, the chef decided 
he needed a pastrami or chopped chicken liver 
sandwich for lunch. So he plopped himself 
behind the wheel of his Toyota Camry and started 
searching for a decent one. 


Stachowski didn’t stop until he hit 
Artie’s Delicatessen on Broadway 
near West 83rd Street in Manhattan, 
some 230 miles and four hours 
away. Then, just because he 
could, he swung by Katz’s 
Delicatessen, with another ' 
stop for a couple of pizza 
pies, the food haul as a sort i 
of mea culpa to the family 
he had left hanging. 

“He was probably 
having a mental breakdown,” 
teases Josef Stachowski as he 
stands in the new Stachowski’s 
Market and Deli in Georgetown, 
where the chef’s 23-year-old son 
seems to be following in his dad’s 
food-service footsteps. 

The anecdote underscores 
almost everything you need to 
know about Jamie Stachowski: 
He hates settling for less, and he’s 
willing to push himself to extremes 
to secure the best. That internal 
drive is not limited to a hunt for 
sandwiches. Stachowski, 49, is 
known for pushing, prodding and 
even yelling at those around him to 
meet the standards he has set. 

Yet ever since Stachowski quit 
school to work as a cook more than 
30 years ago, that drive has earned 
him scores of fans who worship his 
skill at transforming all forms of meat 
into mouthwatering charcuterie. 



As he moves about his deli, 
the elder Stachowski shares his 
philosophies. They include thoughts 
on butcher shops (“We don’t do 
that precious thing where the case 
is filled vHth two or three things”) 
and top-quality meat (it requires an 
excellent animal, good marbling and 
dry aging). 

Jamie Stachowski is clearly the 
guiding light of the new business, 
which is not surprising until you 
learn that the market is registered

under Josef s name. Papa Stachowski 
says that’s because the market was 
Josefs idea. In addition, the younger 
Stachowski discovered college was 
not his thing. The market is now 
serving as Josefs business school. 

“I wanted him to feel the weight 
of responsibility,” Jamie says. (What 
Dad doesn’t mention is that the 
District has a lien against him for 
delinquent taxes, prohibiting him 
from securing a business license.) 

It’s a responsibility that Josef 
Stachowski wasn’t sure he even 
wanted. As the younger of two kids 
born to restaurant parents, Josef 
grew up in kitchens. 

He has some of his father’s 
perfectionism. The son was the one 
arguing that Stachowski’s wasn’t 
ready to open in April. But once Dad 
convinced him that they needed to 
start earning cash, both father and 
son quickly discovered the special 
thrill of selling their line of dry-aged 
meats, sausages and hand-made 
sandwiches to Georgetowners. 

One day, a customer called to 
order 18 prime steaks, 14 ounces 
apiece, cooked sous-vide and seared 
— oh, and delivered in precisely 45 
minutes. That came at price, right?

The Heart of 
An Orchestra 


After years of waiting, 
the Kennedy Center 
gets a new pipe organ 

Washington 

The truck rolled in at night. By Tues- 
day morning, the south side of the 
Kennedy Center was a hive of activ- 
ity as a crew carried box after box 
into the Concert Hall. Some of the 
people who clustered around the 
doors were there to do the heavy lift- 
ing, and some were there simply to 


savor the moment: After many years 
of wishing for what seemed impos- 
sible, they got to see the Kennedy 
Center’s new organ arrive. 

“We’ve never had a symphonic 
organ in this town,” says William 
Neil, the organist of the National 
Symphony Orchestra. The Kenne- 
dy Center’s old organ, the erratic 
Filene organ, wasn’t “a purpose- 
built instrument that was specifi- 
cally, tonally designed to play with 
an orchestra.” 

“It’s been a long-awaited arrival,” 
Neil says. “It’s a sound that’s never

Why the Switch? 

The Kennedy Center’s old organ, 
the Filene organ, had two main 
problems. First, it didn’t work 
well, showing a disturbing ten- 
dency to cipher —that is, to emit 
unplanned noises at inconve- 
nient moments— during per- 
formances. Second, it wasn’t a 
heavyweight orchestral instru- 
ment. In otherwords, itdidn’t 
play orchestra repertoire well. 
“When the organ enters," NSO 
organist William Neil says, “it 
needs to be felt as much as 
heard."

The $2 million 
Kennedy Center project,

Every organ, big or small, is a 
big deal to the community where 
it arrives. Organs seem outdated 
to some, yet the thrill of the sound 
heard live is incomparable.
